Rev. Mr. Merriam didn't care to state 


for publication the sections oE the city 
where vice among women is most preval- 
ent but he did dtatein regard to a class that 
in this city the majority of the wicked 
ones are of the poorer or what he called 
the operative class. In Boston and New 
York he said the more -vicious are the 
wealthy class. He believes that there are 
immoral women among-the higher class in 
this city but they are harder to delect 
than the poorer people. 


There is one good thing about the city, 


it bus very few. houses'of prostitution. 
Then: are some, but very few, continued 
Mr. Merriam. Furniture dealers, if they 
would, can give one an idea of the number 
of siu:li places. They can tell by the fur- 
nishings and appearance of a room what 
its use will be. 


When asked if tlie police were las: in 


their duty Mr. Merriam paid the depart- 
ment a high compliment. 
He said the 


police are quietly stamping out "these 
places and I firmly ".believe the men in the 
department particularly the supeiior offi- 
cers are determined to stamp out all such 
places. 
. "When asked, it he thought that the world 
was.becoming less moral he replied nega- 
tively.. "This is a philanthropic, ngefand 
there are at Tvoik many ChriBtiaruzing 
agencies which are doing graat good.

THE HANCOCK "STATUE." 


Dnvellcd TVlth' Appropriate-Ceremonies 


at Uio National Cupltol. ' 


Washington,May 13.—Elllcott's bronze 


equestrian statue of General Wlnfleld 
Scott Hancock, pronounced by critics 
one of the finest of the sculptured like- 
nesses -of American generals which 
stand In the public grounds of Washing- 
ton, was unveiled yesterday -with ap- 
propriate ceremonies. President Cleve- 
land presided over the exercises, mak- 
ing a brief address, and announcing- the 
program to an audience whloh Included 
representatives of all.the official circles, 
the Judiciary, congress, diplomatic and 
army and navy.

The statue stands In a small, triangu- 


lar park at .the Junction of Pennsyl- 
vania avenue and Seventh street, mid- 
way between the Capitol and treasuijy, 
and in the heart of the city's business 
section. A large platform, draped with 
flags, had been built In front of the 
pedestal, and here the invited guests 
awaked the arrival of th'e procession, 
formed in the grounds back of the ex- 
ecutive mansion. Major General Miles, 
U.SiA., was at Its head, as president of 
the Society of the Second Arny Corps^- 
Gentral 
Hancock's corps^and the 


corps' veterans were In line, carrying 
their old war colors. The seqond divi- 
sion was commanded by Brigadier Gen- 
eral John H. Brooks, U.S.A., and it in- 
cluded regulars of the Sixth cavalry, the 
Third and Fourth artillery aiid the 
Marine corps. The third division,' con- 
sisting o£ the city troops, was com- 
manded by General Albert Ordway. 


When the bead of the parade arrived 


at the statue,tha Second Corps' veterans 
marched to seats on the platform/and 
President Cleveland mounted to a sec-

The home secre 
lary replied that he had received 
an Intimation from the chief justice 
Lut. .he added, after careful considers, 
tlon of the matter, he (Sir Matthei 
"Whlte-Hldley) \va.3 convinced that th 
right course had been .adopted, and 
therefore, he "would not appoint a com 
mission of Inquiry. 


This decision closes, for a long tlm 


at least, the agitation of one of the mos 
telcbrated criminal cases In the hlstorj 
tl England, one that has aroused un 
procedented Interest not only In Eng 
l*uid but In thJs country, and one tha 
Las been the cause of considerable cor 
respondence between the United States 
government and that of Great Britain 
An agitation for Mrs. Maybrlck's re 
lease has been erolfi£on In England anc 
In this country almost from the day o 
her conviction. 
Mrs. Maybrlck Is 34 


years old now. When her husband died 
lu the s'prlng of 1889. she was 27 years old 
I'.orn a southern girl, educated In Ger- 
njuny and France, she was but 17 whei 
she met and married James Maybrlck 
an Englishman of -14. Mrs. 
Maybrlck 


was the daughter of the late W. G 
Chandler, a banker of Mobile, Ala 
from all that Is known of the first few 
years of their marriage, they were verj 
huppy, ' despite 
the 
enmity 
shown 


toward Mrs, Maybrlck by her husband'.1 
two brothers, Michael and Edwin, -who 
had opposed the marriage from the be- 
ginning. A boy was bora In 1882, and 
TL girl In 188C. Maybrlck, from all ac- 
counts, seems to have become a sort of 
monomaniac on the subject of dosing 
himself. 
All aorts of drugs he tried 


from time to time, finally hitting on 
arsenic as best fitting his case, and in 
time he became a confirmed arsenic 
eater. 


The first trouble that Is known to 


have happened between the Maybrlcks 
was on March 29,18S9. On that day they 
•went to the "grand national" races, and 
there was a quarrel between them that 
night, when the servants heard May- 
brick shout: "Such a scandal will be 
all over town tomorrow." 
On that oc- 


casion he blacked his "wife's eyes, and 
ordered3a servant to call a cab to take 
hirr from the house, but when uhe ivaa 
ready to go, he sent the cab away and 
forbade her to go, on pain of never cross- 
lug the threshold again. On April 27, 
1SSU, after having been to the Wlrral 
races, Maybrlck was taken sick, and his 
wife nursed him day and night, and he, 
all through his sickness, asked to have 
her near him. and sent for her when she 
was away. Two doctors attended him 
through his "sickness, Dr. Humphreys 
and Dr. Carter, who treated him for 
acute dyspepsia. 
They gave him as 


treatment a number of Irritant poisons, 
such as prusslc add, arsenic, papatlne 
&:id Iridine, and on May 11, In the even- 
ing, he died, of gastroenteritis, the doc- 
torn said. "When his wife learned ot hla 
death, she fell in a swoon that lasted 48 
hours. 


Immediately 
after 
his death, 
his 


brothers, Michael and Edwin Maybrlck, 
•with a Mrs. Brlggs and a Sirs. Hughes, 
old friends, and Alice Yapp, a nurse- 
maid. Informed the police that they were 
convinced 
that 
Maybrlck 
had been 


poisoned by his wife. 
They gave as 


their reason the quarrel In March, and 
the fact chEit Mrs. ilaybrick knew that 
her husband had made a will by which 
his wire was to have neither ,bed nor 
blanket; that his brothers were'to be his 
universal legatees In trust for his chil- 
dren, and that while Mrs. Maybrlck was 
to be allowed to live In the same house 
with vhe children they were to be under 
the sole control of the brothers. 
Mrs. 


Maybrlck was put under arrest while in 
thu swoon. Liverpool was stirred as 
never 
before. 
Doctors made 
post- 


mortem examinations, -and 
found no 


arsenic in the stomach. Other parts of 
the 
body 
were examined, and Dr. 


Stephenson, a crown analyist, found in 
the liver some particles of the poison, of 
1-100 o( a grain and 3-1000 of a grain, but 
altogether not more than 1-10 of a grain. 
In the house were found some 85 grains 
of arsenic, and on this evidence Mrs. 
Maybrick was brought to trial tor mur- 
der 
before 
Justice 
Sir. 
Fitzjames 


Stephen, the "infallible Judge."

trial lasted six days. It was largely a; 
battle of experts. It was shown that 
Maybrick had purchased 150 grains of 
arsenic three months before his death; 
that it was hts habit to keep It in the

Mr. Merriam is a pleasing talker and wn.9 
not by any means unwilling to discuss trie 
subject. 
He does nou appear to l>e a sen- 


sationalist yet his remarks would stamp 
lira us such. 


Said Mr, -Merrinm: 
"As an estimate 


there nre abont 7000 such women in this 
city. I have had considerable"experience 
in the rescue line and hive - investigated 
with the police and have been told ranch 
by them, consulting some of the - oldest 
members ol the force.. By young women 
I place.the ages between 17 and 
.nay 


35 and 40"year.s. They b'ecame immoral, 
I am told, through drink, low wages and 
che"desire to dress well and maintain nn 
air of so-called respectability. The amount 
of. vice here i.s whoL-king and often I have 
felt like giving up this beauclfnl chnrch 
and devoting all luy time to saving these 
lost souls.

what may be the nationality or creed or 
the condition of life. 
When the police 


made- an investigation of the number of 
girls who roomed out in blocks, etc., for 
immoral purposes they " found 750 such 
cn-stis. That was a/few years ago. Since 
then there has certainly been no' decrease 
and I have been informed that 1000 would 
noc be too large a figure to place BS the 
nurobp.r of these roomers; 
The women of 


this.class who sell their virtue for a mere 
pittance are of a small proportion of the 
whole numbor. 


"Lowell is a sort of recruiting place for 


these- young women, who, when, they be 
come lower still leave the city and go to 
larger fields, It is sad to hear oE the 
number of mothers who are searching for 
way-ward 
daughters 
who 
have 
gone 


wrong.

"It is drink, principally drink, poverty 


and thu desifp. ou the part of young girls 
working for low wages to appear jvell 
dressed that cause the great spread of vice 
in this city." 


Rev. Mr. Merriam didn't care to state 


for publication the sections of the city 
where vine among women is most preval- 
ent hut he did state in regard to a clasK that 
in this city the majority o[ the wicked 
ones are of the poorer or what he called 
the operative class. In Boston and £T 
Vork'he said the - more vicious 
are 
the 


wealthy class. He believes that there are 
immoral women among the higher cLisd in 
this city but they are harder to detect 
than the poorer people. 


There is one good thing about the city, 


it lias -very few houses of prostitution. 
There are some, hut very few, continued 
Mr. Merriam. 
Furniture dealers, if they 


would, can give one an idea of the number 
of such places. They can tell by thu fur- 
nishings and appearance of a room, what 
its use will be. 


When asked if the police were lax in 


their duty Mr. Merriam paid the depart- 
ment.a high compliment. 
He said the 


police are quietly stamping ont these 
places and L firmly believe the menJ.n the 
department particularly the superior ' offi- 
cers are determined to stamp-out all such 
places. 


"When asked if he thought that the world 


was becoming less moral he replied nega- 
tively. "This is a philanthropic- age and 
there are at work many Christianizing 
agencies which'are doing great good.

tions the Y. W. C^ A, and the Open Door 
Mission. The former exerts a preventive 
Influence. It restrains and checks young 
women about to depart from .the paths of 
virtue. .
